His Excellency having had ſeveral Conferences 
with the Deputies of · the States, left the Hague on 
the zoth of June, (N. S.) and, on the 2d of Fuh, 
arrived at Nimeguen, where the Earl of Athlone, 
and Lieutenant-General Dopff came to him the 
next Day to receive his Orders. At the ſame 
Time, 19 Battalions of the Troops employ'd in the 
Siege of Keyſerſwaert ; the Troops of Heſſe and L- 
wmenburgh ; the Engliſh Forces from Breda, under Ma- 
Jor-General Lumley, and other Troops by his Ex- 
cellency*% Direction, haſten'd from all Parts, to 
form a Camp at Duckemberghb, where the Earl of 
Marlborough being come, on the 8th he called a 
Council of War, conſiſting of all the General- 
Officers, to concert the further Operations of the 
Campagne. On the 16th his Excellency marched 
the or over the Maeze, and pitch'd his Camp 
at Over-Aſſelt, near Grave, within 2 Leagues and a 
half of the Enemy, who had entrench'd them- 
ſelves between Gech and . On the 26th the 
Confederate Army re-paſs'd the Meaeze, below 
Greve, and on the 28th encamped at Geldorp, up- 
on which Motion the French went over the ſame 
River, about Venloe. Two Days after, the Allies 
removed from Geldorp to Gravenbreech, where find- 
ing a French Gartiſon in the Caſtle, ſeated in a 
Moraſs, and ſurrounded with a double Ditch, 
and good Pallifadoes, they briskly attack d it, and 
after ſome Reſiſtance, forc'd it to ſurrender at 
Diſcretion, From hence they advanc'd on the 2d 
of Augu#, (N. S.) to Petit. Brugel, following the

Enemy ſo cloſe, that they were obliged to aban- 
don the Spaniſh-Guelderland.

His Excellency not being able to bring the 
French to à Battle upon equal Terms, and the Depu- 
ties of the States-General, who followed” the Ar- 
my, having repreſented to him, 'That it was much 
more for the Advantage of Holland, to diſpoſſeſs 
the Enemy of the Places they held in the Spaniſh- 


Guelderland, whereby the, free Navigation of the 


Maexe was interrupted, and the important Town 
of  Maeftricht, in a manner, block'd up; all Things 
were diſpoſed for the Siege of. Venloe. In the mean 
Time General Scbaux was order'd to reduce the 


Town and Caſtle of Wertz, which capitulated 


after a ſhort: Reſiſtance. And the ' Confederate 
Army march'd from Everbecł to Holſtein, in order 
to force the French to quit their Camp at Ber- 
- prick, or cut off their Convoys. When the for- 


mer came to their Ground, the Enemy appear'd 
in order of Battle, behind ſeveral Moraſſes and 


Defiles; whereupon the Confederates advanced 
againſt. them, but their Eagerneſs to fight was 
diſappointed, by the badneſs of the Situation, 


which would not ſuffer them to come at the

the Out-works that ſecur'd it, each of which had 
Twelve Regiments to carry them on, and open d 
their Trenches, on the 4d of Mag, with very in- 
conſiderable Loſs, through the great Care of the 
Generals, and Engineers. On the 8th of the ſame 
Month they began to fire upon the Town, from 
their Batteries, with ſuch Succeſs, that on the Day! 
following a practicable Breach was made in the 
Fort, whereupon his Grace order'd Preparations 
for Storming &; but the French not thinking them · 
ſelves ſafe there, ſet fire to the Cazarns, and re- 
treated into the Ravelins, in order to get into the 
Town in Boats, which Deſign. was prevented by 
the Beſiegers Diligence and Valour, ſo that tlie 
Commander, and 3o of his Men were made Pri- 
ſoners, the reſt being either killed or drowned; 
His Grace having ſent a Detachment to take poſs 
ſeſſion of the Fort iſſued out his Commands for a: 
great Battery to be raiſed upon it, which-began to 
play on the lith to the number of 70 Pieces ot 
heavy Cannon, and 18 Mortars, and made 2 Brea 
ches, upon which all Things being in a readineſs 
to aſſault the Counterſcarp, and Cover d-Way, 
the Beſiegers ſeconded by the continued Fire, both 
tom the Cannon and Mortars of ſeveral Attacks; 
forced their Way forwards, drove the Enemy from 
their Works, and lodg'd themſelves upon them. 
In whick brisk Action, General Tettau was woun- 
ded, with about 10 Officers, and a 150 Soldiers 
killed, together with the Engineer that had the 
Direction of the Batteries So much Bravery in 
the Beſiegers, and ſuch an amazing Tempeſt of 
Artificial Thundeg and Lightning, aſtoniſhed; the 
Beſieged to that degree, that fearing a ſecond Af. 
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fault, the next Day they beat a Parley, and on 
the 14th of May, ſurrender'd the Place upon ho- 
nourable Terms, which were ſigned by the Duke 
of Merlborougb; and Monſieur Alegre, the French 
Governout. So that this ſtrong Town was taken 

in 11 Days after opening the Trenches. - 
During the foregoing Siege, the Marſhals, Vile. 
roy and Boufflers, thinking to ſurprize the Forces 
that lay diſperſed abbut Maeſtriebt, under the com- 
mand of Monfeur Overkirk, ind to have bombar- 
ded the Town it ſelf, after which, they deſigned 
to have fallen upon Liege, advanced into the Neigh- 
bourhood of Tong eren, which they made themſelves 
Maſters of; arid 2 Battalions of Foot, one Engliſh 
and one Dutch, who defended themſelves with ex- 
traordinary Bravery for 28 Hours, and gave the 
Confederate Army ar - Opportunity of poſting 
themſelves advantagiouſly. Which the French per- 
ceiving, quitted their Attempt againſt Maeſtricbt, 
and continued encamped in the Neighbourhood of 
Tongeren, wherefore, after Bon was taken, the Duke 
of Mariborougb joined the Troops near Maeſtrichr, 
and ſet forward toward Liege, 4s well to ſecure 
that Place, as to force the Enemy to decamp from 
thence. To which purpoſe: his Grace having paſs'd 
the River Fecker, advanc'd to Hautir, where. the 
French intended to have forraged that Morning, 
but upon Notice of the Confederates approach, re- 
moy'd to-ſome further diſtance, Where they con- 
tinued under their Arms that Night, though, upon 
his Grace's advancing to Nieudorp, they march d, 
with great Precipitation to Bockworn, not daring 
to ſtand the hazard of a Battle They alſo quitted 
Tongeren, after having diſmantled it, and blown up 
the Tower.

"Theſe Reaſons were oppos'd by the Deputies of 


the States, and the Duteb Generals, who would not 


conſent to hazard their Troops, in an Action,

By the 27th, the Breach was wide enough for an 
Aſſault, which the French ſeeing. the Confederates 
- Prepared to give, 'beat a Parley : But all the Con- 

ditions they could obtain, were, © That the Gar- 
* rifon ſhould remain Priſoners of War: That the 
Officers and Soldiers might keep what was their 
* own ; and that the Officers ſhould be allowed 
© 12 Waggons, to carry away their Baggage, pro- 
© vided they delivered up one of their Gates with- 
in half an Hour after this Agreement. This 
being ſubmitted to, the Beſieged, conſiſting of 
One thouſand four hundred Men, having laid 
down their Arms, march'd out, leaving the poſſeſ- 
fion of the Place to the Allies. This Conqueſt put 
an End to the Campagne, which muſt be acknow- 
ledg'd to be very Glorious, ſince, beſides the taking 
of Three Important Places, Bin, Huy, and Lim- 
burg hi the Puke of Marlborough did all that lay in 


the power of the moſt able Commander, to draw 


the Enemy to a deciſive Bartle. But, ic ſeems, 
the French were contented to ſtand upon the De- 
fenſive in Flanders, where they were indeed inferior, 
while their ſuperiority on the Rhine, and in the 
Empire, gave them ſignal Advantages, 

What remain'd for His Excellency to do on this

Advantage of the Confederacy. The States ſpent 
a whole ay upon the Dukes Propoſals, which yet, 
nevertheleſs many of their Aſſembly were very

Day his Excellency, had a Conference with the 


States General themſelves, and the Council of State 


to whom he made a very lively Repreſentation. of 


the great Danger that threatned the whole Empire, 
and indeed all Europe, if a ſpeedy check were not 
given to the Progreſs of the French and Bavarian, 
in Germany ; adding, that being now entire Maſt- 
ers of the Maeſe, and all Spanib Guelderland (by the 
Reduction of Gelder which Surrender'd to a Block- 
ade during the Winter) a ſmall Number of Forces 
were able to ſecure their Frontiers. Theſe Rea- 
ſons ſupporte by the Reputation of him that de- 
liver'd them, and back d by the Imperial Miniſters 
and thoſe of other German Princes, made ſo great 
an Impreſſion on that Wiſe Body of Men, that all

toward Coblentz, and a Bridge to be Built, over 
which; as it was Induſtriouſly reported, the Forces 
were to March to the Moſelle.

Army, part of which, with fire Squadrons, and E- 
eren pieces of Cannon were order'd to March af- 
ter the Engliſh, led by General Goor and Brigadier 
Ferguſon, | | 
The French in Flanders during theſe Preparations, 
imagin'd his Grace deſign'd no leis than to open the 
Campaign with the Siege of Traerbach, and endea- 
your to penetrate into France along the Moſelle, up- 
on which Suppoſition, they Detached Eight Bat- 
talions, and Sixteen Squadrons towards that River, 
and gave out, that they would Beſiege Huy, think- 
ing by this Report to ſtop his Progreſs; but his 
Grace lighting this Amuſement, as well knowing 
the Forces he had left in Flanders were ſufficient to 
fruſtrate any Attempt he could make on that ſide, 
continued his March and Advanced towards Ger- 
many; making Viſits to, and having Interviews with 
the chief Princes of it, as the Electors of Mentz 
_ Triers, and other Potentates during the courſe 
of it. | 

The Dukes bending his March towards the Das 
nube, was a great ſurprize to the French, who after 
the firſt Diſappointment in their Conjectures, that 
his Grace would Act on the Moſelle, had entertain- 
ed a Jealouſy, that he would Advance to the Up- 
per-Rhine, and had a Deſign upon Landau, both from 
his Graces March to Mayence, and from the Go- 
vernour of -/6:/l;psburgh's, making a Bridge over 
the Rhine. Upon this, ſuſpicion, Mareſchal Tallard 
Repaſs'd the K bine at Alieubeim, in order, either to 
join the Mareſchal de Villeroy, or to Oppole his 
Grace's Paſſage of that River. But the Mareſchal 
was miſtaken in his Meaſures, and his Grace joined

On the 29th. All the Forces of the ſeveral Na- 
tions which the Army was compos'd of, being 
joined at the Camp between HebreFing and Gingen, 
on the River Bren. The Duke and the Prince of 
Baden, who were to have the Supreme Command 
altetnately, held a Council of War, wherein it

ſiſtance, that they were twice Repulſed: But after 


an Engagenent of near an Hour and a Half, the 
Imperialiſts being at that time adyanc'd to the 
Attack, the Entrenchments were forced, and the 
Confederates made a terrible Slaughter, purſuing 
the Enemy to the very Dauube, where a great part 
of them follow'd the Example of the Count de 
Arco, and other General Officers, who ſaved them- 
ſelves by Swimming over that River.

The Duke of Marlborough, who in moſt of the 
weeding Years made a ſhining Figure by his 
litary Atchievements, beſpeaks the Reader's At- 
ation in the Year 1707. chiefly by his important 
Negotiations.

and Berry muſt have given a much more diſ-

The Allies paid certainly very Dear for this Im-

The Confederatò Armies continued a few Days 
in their Reſpective Camps near Poway, both to give 
the Soldiers that had been employed in the Siege 
ſome Refreſhment. and to ſee the Trenches, and other 
Works made before that Place, levell'd.

Command, his Highneſs return'd to his Army, which 
he drew up in Order of Battle, and made to advance 
towards the Enemy : So that the Two Armies, came 
very near, but could not come to any Action, by 
reaſon of the difficult hollow Ways and Defiles * 
whereby they were parted.

On the 13th the Enemy having begun in the 
Evening Three Redoubts between Bouchain and 
Waverechin, as well for preſerving their Communi- 
cation with the Town, which they Kill held, on Ac- 
count of the Allies being unable to inveſt it every- 
where, by reaſon of an Entrenchment from the Hill 
Marguette to the Inundation, which was furniſhed 


with Cannon, and Thirty Battallions behind ir, as 


for preventing the carrying on the Line of Circumval- 
lation to the Sarſer, the Diſpoſition. was made for 
attacking them on the 14th with the Troops on the 
other Side, with which the Duke of Marlborough

To be as brief as poſſible, the Trenches were 
open d in ſpight of the Enemies Oppoſition on tie

which were carried on with ſo much Succeſs, that 
tho* the French made ſeveral Attemprs to intercept 
the Befiegers Convoys, and form'd a Deſign againſt 
Doway, by Way of Surprize, that the Confederates 
might raiſe the Siege, both which miſcarried, thro 
the Vigilance of his Grace the Duke of Marlborough.
